56 DAYS IN A SWAMP, 


Missing Mariboro Man Found—Says

Pomerene Criticises Wickersham for 
Inactivity in Oil and Tobacco Cases.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Atlee Pom- 
erene, the new Democratic Senator from 
Ohic, in his maiden speech, to-day de- 
eclared.that there was no excuse for the 
Departinent of Justice failing to bring 
ériminal prosecutions against the indi- 
vidual defendants in the two. bfe trust 
cases.

WASHINGTON, June 15. tor Knute 
Nelson of Minnesota to-day rénewed his 
attack on President Taft's policy in re- 
gard to the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment in a set_speech on the floor of the 
Senate. Mr. Nelson.is bitterly opposed to 
reciprocity, as are most of the Genators 
from the Middle, West, and already before 
the Finance.Committee he showed the line 
he took in more formal fashion to-day. 

His ‘position is that the President has 
not only advocated a measure that is in- 
defensible from the point of view of eco- 
nomics, but that in his advocacy he far 
exceéded his constitutional powers. The 
agreement, in Mr. Nelson’s opinion, is 
neither a treaty nor a simple recommen- 
dation to Congress. It 16, declared. the 
Senator, @ promise to a foreign Govern- 
ment to use what powers of toercion the 
President possesses to force Congress to 
enact the legislation needed to give the 
terms of the agreement force, 

The Senator cited the method of the 
Administration in 1854; when first a reci- 
procity traaty was negotiated with Can- 
ada ani ratified by the Senate, and’ then 
the needed legislation to make the treaty 
effective was asked of Congress. In 
somewhat’ like manner President “Grant, 
he saild,. when a reciprocity treaty was 
proposed by Great Britain betweén the 
United States and Canada, first laid the 
whole matter before the Senate to get its 
adVice in the matter.

AT ‘WHOSE. COST AND RISK? 

Before the rapid transit contracts are 
signed more sdber consideration might 
well be given to the point as to where 
the burden would fall in case of mis- 
adventure. At the moment the passen- 

gers who are eager to pay their nickels 
have no idea that anything-more than 
their nickels can be asked from them 
under any contingency. . But they are 
taxpayers as well as farepayers, and 
they should consider that what they 
gain on the one hand they may lose on 
the other hand. The tax valuations were 
raised the larger part of a billion dol- 
lars in order to supply the borrow- 
ing capacity necessary to enalile the 
city to make these contracts. It is 
worth while considering, while there 
is time, how the city would fare in 
case all did not work out as expected. 

It may be assumed that the city’s 
associates in the expenditure of this 
$257,000,000—a larger sum than was 
ever expended for the account ‘of any 
city for any single object in the world’s 
history—are capable And responsible. 
But they récognize that they are not 
infallible, and. have set an example 
that the city has not imitated in safe- 
guarding the future. They plead that 
if they are advanced the $126,000,000 
which is to be their contribution, they 
must havVe priority for the securities 
which they must issue. And it is ad- 
mitted that otherwise the bankers and 
investors to whom they must apply 
would not finance the operation. For 
the balance of $181,000,000 the city is 
to issue its bonds. That is, the city 


is to supply. the margin for an opera-. 


tion otherwise impracticable. The 
city’s contract liability may be the 
figures named above, but it is in the 
position of any other second mort- 
gagee, and must be prepared to take 
care of the prior lien. Admittedly this 
extra burden is a remote contingency, 
but not too remote to be considered by 
any cautious investor asked to finance 
the proposition which’ substantial rail- 
ways could not. It does not follow \that 
because the proposed bonds are st oe 
the débt limit therefore they ‘an 
sell on the level with the city’s edrlier 
obligations.. The railways must pay 
more for. their capital, and the city 
as the responsible party in the back- 
ground stands to be held for this bur- 
den on the bargain, as well’as for its 
own>interest charge at a higher rate.

The most cleverly 
contrived will may be broken. The 
rich man who:keeps aj! his money for 
his own use, and bequeaths some of it 
to build hospitals or libraries after his 
death, does so at the risk of having his 
good intentions defeated through the 
interference of clever lawyers.

The only serious 
trouble we have had with monopolizing 
or locking up of currency been in 
times of panic, when every frightened 
man with a pocketbook or a safe deposit 
box has engaged in this most disturbing 
and senseless business. Our currency 
is in a bad’ condition. Of that there is 
no dowbt, but it does not suffer from 
the facility of monopoly. It is often

The restrictions against race-track 
gambling have incidentally spoiled the 
business of horse racing in this State. 
Horse racing must be supported by 
money, more money than supports 
other popular forms of sport like base- 
ball. The charging of an admission fee 
as low as 50 cents would crowd the 
stands at a horse race, but it would not 
begin to support the expensive racing 
establishments. If an entrance fee of 
$3 were charged, the stands would not 
be crowded unless the bookmakers were 
there, and even then the race tracks 
would need the secret support of the 
poolrooms in order to: be profitable. 
These considerations are uppermost in 
the minds of the supporters of the Git- 
tins racing bills.

The 
result of falling into ridiculous mistakes by 
depending upon reasoning or analogy in 
spelling, is to make the child timorous 
about reasoning in arithmetic, geografy, 
history, and grammar. The habit of de- 
pending upon memory exclusiviy in spell- 
ing engenders the habit of depending on 
memory in every other study, and so re- 
tards progress in teaching children to think 
for themselvs. 

Not all of that would be easy to 3 rove 
There is, indeed, more than excuse for 
gravely doubting whether any child cver 
questioned the rightness of any spelling 
or ever had his trust in reason, logic, cr 
inference consciously weakened by our 
orthographic eccentricities. Children are 
not made that way and their minds do 
not work that way—or else the sad ¢x- 
perience has left strangely few traces in 
the minds of some of us.

Obnoxious. to indicate that the puz- 

zie veils a real scandal— 
that anybody has stolen anything or uspd 
any money for improper purposes.

Tells Graduates of Law School Money 
Shouldn’t Be Their Standard.

First of Season, but No Sentimental 
Value Was Attached to It Here. 


The first bale of: 1011 cotton’ arrived 
here by express yesterday morning and 
Was at once taken t@the Cotton Ex- 
change, where it was sold at auction 
at noon. The bidding made it quite 
evident that the sentimental interest 
manifested Over the first of this year’s 
crop in Texas, where it was raised, did 
not extend to New York. This bale 
brought $1,015 when it was put up at 
Houston, but it was knocked .down yes- 
terday at 15 cents a pound, which is 
actually below the prevailing price ‘for 
spot cotton..
